But what about old boats, tanks, 
one way to recycle them is to chuck them into the ocean— 
d and live. Here’s how some 


worn-out junk has been converted into homes for sea creatures. 


Most old tanks and ships are 
passed on to scrap yards, but the 
state of New Jersey has relocated 
some military trash to the ocean 
floor. Over the past 14 years, the 
state submerged approximately 
250 army tanks and more than 
100 ships to create a habitat for 
mussels and young fish. The reefs 


have also become popular spots for 


fishing and scuba diving. 


Up until last year, old cars 
were one of Alabama’s 
most popular reef 
materials. The car 
bodies deteriorated 
quickly, however, and 
were easily tossed 
about by storms, which 
upset the thousands of 
red snapper that lived 
there. Fishermen also 
complained about catching 


car hoods and slicing their nets 
on rusty fenders. Alabama’s reefs 
are now built from longer-lasting 


items, such as tanks or large 


garbage containers. 


In 1993, the owner of an old Boeing 
727 airplane donated the jet to the 
government of Dade County, 
Florida. To show its appreciation, 
the county gave the plane a first- 
class ticket to the bottom of the 
ocean. For a year, the airliner 
housed more than 100 local high- 
school experiments, testing every- 
thing from how coral grows to the 
effects of seawater on plastic bags. 
In 1994, a tropical storm ruined the 
experiments, but the jet still 
attracts many fish and divers.

Wet 
concrete is poured over inflated 
plastic buoys and hardens into 
hollow spheres called Reef Balls. 
Because the plastic buoys are full 
of air, the balls float on the water 
as they are towed out to sea. Then 
the buoys are deflated, and the 
hole-filled balls drop to the ocean 
floor. Reef Balls don’t deteriorate 
underwater as quickly as metal 
objects, and they’re also easier to 
put in place. Reef builders have

Whether you flush, brush, or bathe, all used water in your 
home goes to the same place. If you live in the country or 
the suburbs, wastewater is usually piped to an under- 
ground septic tank on your property. Bacteria in the tank 
decompose the waste into a harmless liquid that seeps 
out into the ground and gases that vent into the air.

The water in your toilet comes from the same pipes 
that provide your tap water, but that doesn't mean it's 
a good idea to let the water closet be your pooch or 
kitty's watering hole. The toilet bowl can be pretty 
dirty, and if it's not, the cleaning chemicals used to 
disinfect the toilet are harmful to your pet. [J 


In the city, there isn't enough room for every building to 
have its own septic tank. Instead, wastewater travels 
through an underground network of pipes to sewage treat- 
ment plants. There, the mucky water is put through filters, 
treated with bacteria that "digest" the harmful wastes, and 
then doused with chemicals, such as chlorine. In the end, 
the water is waste-free and gets poured into lakes, rivers, 
or the ocean. The sewage treatment plant is left with a 
squishy by-product called sludge, which is buried, burned, 
used as fertilizer, or digested by even more bacteria.

you run the water for a few minutes. 


Sometimes your water is brown because you 
haven't used the faucet in a while—the normally 
invisible bits of rust and dirt have built up over time. 
But the stuff lining the pipes also gets loosened 
When water is blasted through the pipes faster than 
usual. It's like when you wash a dish: The harder you 
run the water, the easier the dried food comes off. 
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This explains why brown water often occurs when 
fire hydrants have been opened.
